Huntington to 
liberalize residence ?

lIunUnRton CoUoga has been tho oc- 
casion, Sept. 23 * 24, for floor dis- 
cussions concerning the governing 
bodies In the residence.(Sa, listen, 
Thomeloe boys, you may lust have 
that chance at all those beauUIUl 
blonde Huntington femalesi) 

There will bo two governing bo- 
dies: the Student Council, which 
will govern all Huntington student 
activities, and the Residence Coun- 
cil formerly the Residence Relations 
Committee, which will drawup rules 
and regulations concerning resi- 
dents' activities. The council will 
consist of 9 represntaUves, or hou- 
se presidents, one from each house 
and one from the senior house. 
Each president will have a secreta- 
ry-treasurer and asocial convemer 
working with him, although only the 
president sets on the Council. 

Distinct from tho Residence Coun- 
cil, ttiough acting upon its rules and 
regulations, will be a discipline 
committee ol 2 elected males, 2 fe- 
males, andalsoactuiirman,whomay 



be cither male or female. Ilie oo- 
,ly Gtipulallca will be that no Rosl- 
denco Council mem'uflr may sit oo 
this committee. The dlsclpllDB 
committee will deddo qmo actlocu 
against any resident wtw persists 
In disobeying the rules, as yet un- 
determined. 

Presently, HuntinBton rales con- 
sist ot curfow hours for flrst-year 
girls, obllgatiaas of signing in and 
out, and locked dors alter midnight 
Also, the Fit Is closed to mntual 
occupancy alter Ibo orcnlng movies 
on tho idiot box. 

Oaestions are arlstng o*er the 
necessity of the curfew, the locked 
doors, the acccsslUllty of the Pit 
etc. The deans are "willing to go 
as far as the residents wish to go". 
An 'Open House' policy Is accepta- 
ble to tbem if agreed upon by the 
Residence Council, a policy which 
would bo cooducted oo the hoooor 
system. The only prlvHegc that 
cannot be granted is drinking In the 
halls or in the lounges, as It is fop- 
bldden by the Llguor Control Board. 



Mr. Obonsawin stated In his let- 
ter of resignation that tho oincial 
reason for his action wasscholastic 
dlfacnlty occasioned by the heavy 
burden of his office. It seemed ob- 
vious however to everyone present 
at the meeting that something else 
was behind the resignation however. 
tie declined ftirther commonL 

When Vic Cormier was asked to 
comment about his resignation he 
stated flatly "I dont fool that 1 havo 
to name any particular person ore- 
vent." and where a council member 
hinted towards the existing difflcul- 
des between the S.G.A. membership 
as a possible cause he added: "the- 
se problems will never be solved be- 
cause of the mentality". 

As forPau!Therrien,hlsreslgna- 
tion was occasioned by the lack of 
support he encountered in trying to 
produce Le Lambda. 

If last Wednesday's meetingof ilie 
S.G>. Is any indication of how our 
student council carries on It's af- 
fairs. It's surprising that they don't 
tdcker and argue lliemselves intoo- 
bllTlon. Dlscussionsconcemingma- 
}or issues suchasthebudgetdcgenc- 
raled Into personality clashes swea- 
ring and Incoherent misinformed 
statements, t>etween theshidcnts'al- 
tcnding the meeting. Many, present' 
for the flrst time, watched aghast as 
council members brow boated each 
other for past Incidents or issues 
which at times had no bearingwhat- 
soever on the discussion at hand. 

On the whole It was a very revea- 
ling meeting concerning many more 
Issues and asides than this article 
cares to include needless to say,

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STRIKE PROPOSED AT SIMON

BORNABY^ B.C* (CUP)"The be- 
leftguered poUUcal scIencOj sociolo- 
gy and anUiropology department at 
Simon Fraser University wilt hold 
a strike vote Monday (Septemtier 22) 
Id an attempt to fight an adminlstra* 
tlve reftisal to re- instate 11 faculty 
memt^ers and restore autonomy to 
the department. 

In a four-hour plenary session 
l^esday (Septcmt)er 16^ tnore than 
400 students and faculty voted to 
merge as one declslon-maJdng body 
until an administration tnisteeshlp 
over the PSA department Is lifted, 
and voted overwhelmingly for the 
strlicevote. Less than a dozen PSA 
memlwrs voted against the move* 

"The time has come when we've 
had enough harassment from the ad- 
ministratis/' the meeting was told 
by Mordecal Breimberg, stajdent- 
and faculty-acclaimed department 
head who was deposed by the adml- 
nistnition's tenure and promotions 
committee. 

Qrolmberg suggested that workers 
in no other occupation would tiave 
tolerated without action as much 
harassment from their employers 
as the PSA faculty and students ha*- 
ve done. 

PSA members gaveSFU president 
Kenneth Strand until noon Monday 
(Pacinc Daylight Time) to either ac- 
cept four demands made by the de- 
partment or at least indicate a wil- 
lingness to negotiate over them. 

The call for a strike vote is cur- 
rently confined to the PSA depart^ 
mcnt^-800 of SFU^s 5700 students- 
-but the department will probably 
ask others to stay out of classes du- 
ring the possible strike as an ex^ 
pression of solidarity with PSA de- 
mands. 

The question of a general strike 
would probably not be raised unless 
the administration initiated counter' 
measures against the PSA students^ 
such as suspensions^ or farther ti- 
ring of faculty. 

STRIKE 

CtiQlrman Mordecal 
Brlemborg reviewed ovents 
wtilch hod occurred since the 
prevtout Tuesday's meeting* He 
said suppon bad been rocetved 
from the Goography TA,% lay 
Senators, Alumnt Association, 
Hinory Depanment, and other 
unh/erslties across Canada, such 
as use, Briemberg rvad letters 
from the CAUT and from 
President Strand, "Whereas 
Strand made no mention of 
meeting with the Oepvtment 
and rnade no moves tt)wsnds 
lifting the trusteeship, the CAUT 
niggested direct negotiations and 
« suspension of the trxisteehlp/' 
Briemberg stated. A second 
lener from . CAUT said Vthero 
vyill be no support for PSA if it 
adopts strike aalon In pursuit of 
the four demands," 

John Cleveland, PSA student, 
then presented a five pert 
motion welcoming incoming 
support, providing for a 
student-faculty negotiating 
committee, and calling for a 
strike If the admintstratton 
refuses to meet with the 
dapartment's representatives. 

Lengthy debate followed the 
presentation of the motion. The 
opposition to the motion felt 
that CAUT should be utilized, 
Martin Robin, PSA faculty 
member, said "If we strike we 
^ will alienate CAUT and destroy 
any weapons we hove.'* 



The demands are: 

an end to the administration trus- 
teeship of the department and re- . 
tnstatement of Mordecal Bretmberg 
as chairman ofthe department. Bre- 
Imberg was acclaimed by both stu^ 
dents and faculty of the department^ 
then vetoed by an administration 
committee* 

acceptance of recommendations for 
promoUocs made t^ the PSA elec- 
tions and tenure committee. There- 
commendatloas of the committee, 
which Is composed of students and 
faculty on 2 parity basis, were o- 
verthrown by the administration* 

re^Instotement of four professors 
who were In effect fired when they 
were not granted tenure and their 
contracts wery not renewed; and 
rescinding of administration tenure 
committee recommendations which 
placed seven other faculty memtwrs 
on one year conditional contract 
l>asls. 

a Aindamental recognition at SPU 
that experimental practices in or- 
sanlzatlonal and educational proce- 
dures should be encouraged and not 
repressed. 

In a letter to the department. 
Strand denied that any faculty bad 
been fired. ^'Failure to renew a 
contract of limited term or a deci- 
sion not to grant tenure at the end 
of a probationary period does not 
constitute tiring/' he sald» 

Brelmberff termed Strand's argu- 
ment " cunning 11 nguisUcs/' '* We're 
soon to be without jobs, but we ha*^ 
ven't been fired*" 

In a press release dated Monday 
September 14^ Stand stated he would 
not accept or consider the three de- 
mands relating to re-Instatement of 
the faculty or restoration of depart- 
mental autonomy^ and added that the 
fourth demand was acceptable only 
as ^'a broad princIple"-rprovlded 
all experimentation was conducted 
in accordance with university regu- 
lations. 

ACTION 

Supporters of the motion 
discussed at length the merlu of 
utilizing CAUT. "The CAUT Is a 
professional organization for 
faculty, and as a student who 
wishes to maintain the PSA 
Department, I am not concerned 
with what they can do" said 
Jamie Miller, John Cleveland 
stated that In many cases the 
CAUT had failed to resolve 
disputes^ "CAUT hes in the past 
only intervened when the real 
Issues have lieen exposed. It has 
procedures to recommend txit 
has no way of enforcing Its 
recommendations. We cannot 
rely on CAUT/* he soM. 

Martin Loney, PSA grqduate 
student, told the Assembly that 
''the struggle at SFU Is 

Important beceuse all other 
universities ere utilizing PSA's 
model of student parity. The 
line must be held here and if we 
win other departments will 
follow." 

Faculty members who 
supported the motion felt that 
they could not 90 on teaching 
with the existing conditions in 
the department. Kathleen Atserle 
added "we must expose the 
witch-hunting which Is going on 
In the committees and we must 
reveal every siceleton In the 
closet There are many more 
examples of biased procedures 
which, we do not^even know 
about." 



For his part. Strand called for an 
Investigation ofthe procedures of the 
PSA Department by a five-man com<- 
mlttee nominated Jointly by the Ca-- 
nadlan Association of University . 
Teachers (CAUT) and the Associa- 
tion of Universities and Colleges of 
Caiada(AUCC}. 

When and if this committee re- 
ported, Strand &aid» he would give 
Ml attenUootoallrecommendatloos 
that fell within his jurisdictloo and 
would present the rest to the SFU 
academic senate and board of gover-- 
nors where applicable, _ 

But in a letter to thePSA depart- 
ment Strand said that the AUCC- 
CAUT committee had been asked 
merely to investigate the internal 
procedures of the department, and 
it was not to make ''any Judgement 
or recommendation pertalnlngtothe 
promotion^ renewal or tenure sta- 
tus*' of any memlier of the depart- 
ment. 

The Tuesday plenary of the PSA 
department voted to boycott the pro- 
ceedings of the InvesUgattve commi- 
ttee when and if It met, and agreed 
to support the activities of aninves*^ 
tigation committee set up by the SFU 
student society. 

According to student council pre- 
sident Norm Wickstrom the shidents 
committee, formed Tuesday, Scp- 
tet^ber 16, will InvesUgate the Jus- 
tlOtiatlon tor the ImposlUon of the 
trusteeship on the PSA department* 
It will Investigate allegaUons by the 
admlnlstraUcm ot^ 

undesirabllity of shidcnt parity in 
departmental decisions; 

the administrative incompetence 

of Briemberg which led to' veto of 
his dcmocratically-nin appoint- 
ments 

The students council will also hold 
an open-air meeting Thursday (Sep*^ 
tember 18) to discuss the entire PSA

The PSA department assembly al- 
so voted to condemn "specific vio- 
lations'* of a statement on academic 
freedom and tenure which allows fa- 
culty to appeal a decision made by 
the administration's tenure andpro- 
motions committee, before the SFU 
board of governors gives final ap- 
proval to the administration's deci- 
sion.

Administrative decisions concer- 
ning tenure, contract stahisandpro- 
moUim of PSA members were made 
on the basis of "administrative 
doubts" about the leaching or scho- 
lastic ability of the professors, al- 
though all have been highly raidced by 
their colleagues and one, Kathleen 
Aberle, has an International reputa-

The PSA department claims the 
administration's actions are a poli- 
tical purge of the department, based 
on disapproval of sbident pfluity in

Ontario ttnlverslty admtntstrators 
Intend to make sweeping changes In 
their policy toward campus tmrest- 
-aimed at providing harshpenalttes 
for all forms of non-^verbal protest 
except ordinary picketing. 

The document, drafted by the 
Committee of Presidents otUnlver- 
sides of Ontario, was suggested 
"as a working paper for the deve- 
lopment on each campus ot an ap- 
propriate statement of policy regar* 
ding the handling of incidents of vl- ^ 
oleoce or the ot>$t ruction of the u- 
nlverstUes* processes.'* 

The document outlines tow forms 
of "QleglUmate disturtnnces" 
which effectively cover almost all 
forms of protest outside ot verbal 
protestation and orderly picketing- 
-and It Is Imposslblfi to be certain 
even of these. 

Under the general headlngsofdls- 
turtances "which obstruct the nor-* 
mal processes t»y which the univer- 
sity carries out its academic Amc- 
UoQs and those whlch^ whatever their 
other characterlstlcst invoke vio- 
lence or the threat of violence/' the 
paper lists Ave categories of "un- 
acceptalJle'' offences: 

violence against any member or 
guest of the university community; 

deliberate interference with aca* 
demlc freedom and freedom of 
speech (Including not only disrupt 
tloos of a class but also Interfereiw 
ce with the freedom of any speaker 
properly Invited tv^ny section of the 
university community to express his 
views); 

Theft or wlltul destnictlon otuni- 
versll^ property or of the property 
ot members ot the university; 

forcible interference with Uie free- 
dom ot movement ot any memtwror 
guest of the university; 

and, in general, obstructloo ot the 
normal processes and activities es-* 
sentlat to the ftmctlons of the uni- 
versity community. 

Universities, the paper states, 
are "not prepared to tolerate" and 
dissent or demcmstratlon Judged to 
t)e In these areas* 

"The unlversltv therefore will 



consider all of the activities listed 
above as cause for Immediate sus- 
pension/' it states. 
- The document, however, does not 
attempt to define those actions which 
coQld be considered either *'vto- 
lent," or "an interference with free- 
dom of speech or academic free- 
dom." 

Nor does It define the "normal 
processes and activities essential to 
tbff ftinctloos of aunlverslty commu- 
nity/' 

The Committee of Presidents of 
Universities of Ontario consists of 
the presidents of the 14 provlnctal- 
ly assisted universities In the pro- 
vince, as well as an academic col- 
league from each. 

* University of Toronto administra- 
tion presidential commission will t>e 
tree to arrive at Its own definition," 
he said, 

University of Toronto administra- 
tion president Claude Bissell termed 
the report *'a helpftit document, one 
of several statements that «111 b& 
used to determine our Toronto po- 
licy." 

"I am sure it will also be given 
close scrutiny 1? students, councils, 
and the graduate shident union.." 

But the working paper reportedly 
contradicts the recommendations ot 
Bissell 's own committee on discipli- 
ne, which Information leaks have re^ 
vealed will suggest a more tolerant 
attitude toward most campus disor- 
ders.

within two days after the commission 
dt an offence without the student 
b^g present at his own hearing. 

And students who were supposed 
to be involved In the creation of the 
Ixxly have charged that a draft pro- 
posal for its creation waspassedll- 
le^ly— twfore they even gota chan- 
ce to see It. 

The new Judicial body, called a 
"general disciplinary board," was 
revealed in an Interim report of a 
committee on campus law and order 
to the generU faculty council ot the 
university. 

It calls for the creation ot a five- 
member body which would deal with 
offences including "offences punish- 
able as crimes," and violations ot 
university regulations relating to 
causing disorder, parking and can- 
vassing on campus. 



The board would be composed of 
three faculty members and two stu- 
dents, chosen from a panel ot po- 
tential members by "a senior clerk 
in the re^strar's office." 

The txttrd would summon a per- 
son in writing to hearings, and fat- 
lure to an>ear could result In a fine, 
refusal ot transcripts or marks, 
suspension or expuldon* 

A person found guilty ot an offen- 
se-would be subject to penalties sl-^ 
mllar to those for non-appearance. 

Steve Hardy, a graduate student 
sitting OQ the law and order commit- 
tee, claims that the draft report con-* 
talnlng the proposal was passed 
^without a quorum present at the mee- 
ting. He had not even been Invited 
to the meeting, Hardy said. 

"Neither myself nor Bob Hunka, 
the shident council representative, 
were In attendance," Hardy said. 
"I was not even asked to attend," 
Hardy also said the report, If Im- 
plemented, would glvetheunlverslty 
a "great deal of power over the li- 
ves of the students*" 



nltive measures for nearly every 
form of non-verlMl dissent except 
orderly picketing* 

MacDonald said that the members 
of the committee who drafted the 
working paper left some terms in It 
Indefined— cntdal ones, such as 
"obstruction of the normal proces- 
ses and activities of theunlversity," 
which leaves the working paper ei- 
tremely vague In definlngpermlssl- 
lUe and non-permlsslble dissent 

"I Imagine each presidential com- 
mission will be free to arrive at Its 
own definition," he said, ''bea- 
own deflnitioo," he said, bearing in 
mind the particular circumstances 
at eadh university." 

In a press release accompanying 
the working paper, the committee 
said "It is expected that Individual 
universities through their senates 
win wish to involve fiiculfy, students 
and administration In the formula- 
tion of a policy to apply to their ins*- 
tttutlon." 

But at the same time, the working 
paper provides some suggestions 
which ^ve the admlnistratloa pre- 
sident the responsibility to call a 
committee of bculty and students, 
who wiU rule it a protest Is either 
violent or obstructs university pro-^ . 

cesses. 

' If a protest Is ruled otutnicted, 
those Involved would be warned, then 
su^eoded, then finally arrested by 
police caUed onto campus. 

If a protest Is ruled to be violent, 
"the president will bo required to 
sufiprod the person or persons and 
call the poUce." 

"Violent action is unnatural to 
the university and yet the only res- 
ponse by which violence can t>e^on- 
talned Is the exercise of counter- 
violence," the paper st^es. 

In the case of grave emergency, 
the administration prestdent slKntld 
call the p6Uce before calling the 
special committee into session, the 
paper suggests. 

"Expulsion or dismissal is the 
only appropriate penalty for those 
who would challenge Iheunlverdty'ft 
right to carry on Its affairs through 
orderly and peaceful discussion and 
its right and responsibility to be a 
house of intellect," It states. 

Accordlngtoasourceonthe CPUO, 
the report was released "somewhat 
prematurely." 

Lawdean Gerald La Forest, chair- 
man otthe lawand order committee, 
says he doesn't know why the shident 
weren't at the meeting— both of 
them, he claimed, were informed 
weH in advance. 

He also said the committee agreed 
In advance thatwhen the time came to 
approve the draft proposal, It could 
be done without a quorum as seve- 
ral members of the committee had 
said they would be out of town« 
"Although the report states the 
committee Is In favor of shident dis- 
cipline remafailog In the tiands of 
students," Hardy said, "themaio*- 
rlty ot ttie committee has consls- 
tenUy relected this idea." 

"They have voted down any pro- 
posals for the ma]ority ot the board 
to consist of students or even an e- 
qual number of stadents and faculty* 

According to La Forest, the pro- 
posal will return to the law and or^ 
der committee before going to the 
general faculty council of the uni- 
versity.

TORONTO (CUP)"A University of 
Toronto professor has threatened to 
sue the government of Ontario If It 
does not soon ban the sale of DDT. 
Donald Chant, chairman of the U of 
T zoology department, told a pollu- 
tion conference Friday that citizens 
should take the same action against 
government officials who allow pol- 
lution of land, air or water. 
Chant also suggested that the Ontario 
pesticide advisory board, which re- 
. ports to the provincial department of 
health, could be sued for conflict of 
interests 



The board is composed of four ci- 
vil servants, one retired cMI ser^ 
vant and four representatives of a- 
gricultural service Industries—In- 
cluding one from a manufachirer of 
pesticides. 

"The bias in that group is so great," 
said Chant, "it's a wonder they don't 
fall over backwards." 

"There is absolutely undebatable 
evidence," he said, "that DDT Is 
harmhil to various kinds of life, in- 
cluding man.' ^
